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International Convention at Atlantic 


City All Ready to Greet President 


Taft This Evening— His Visit Cut 


Short. 


Atlantic City, N. J., July 7. — The 
thousands of delegates to the twenty- 
fifth International Christian Endeavoi 
convention on the Million Dollar pier 
were much excited to learn that the 
organization had nearly lost Rev. F. 
Ii. Clark as president. 
It was announced at the meeting of 
tho trustees, which marked the formal 
opening of the convention, th at Mr. 
Clark had handed in his resignation 
last winter. More work than he could 
Jo justice to and retain his health 
was the reason assigned. 
As Dr. Clark is not only the founder 
of the C hristian Endeavor movement, 
but has been its leader since its in 
ception, his loss would have been ir­ 
reparable 
according to the general 
opinion. 
The 
executive 
com m ittee of the 
board of trustees, of Its own initiative, 
voted to relieve Dr. Clark of all offle# 
work on Jan. 31, 1911, giving him as­ 
sistants to care for the details and 
also freeing him from the obligations, 
of attending th e many state and sec­ 
tional 
conferences and conventions. 
\s Dr. Clark is sixty years old, the 
many Journeys he was compelled to 
take were a great tax on his strength. 
Though Dr. Clark decided to with­ 
hold his resignation, he would not per­ 
mit himself to curtail his activities 
until the executive com m ittee's action 
was 
endorsed by the lull board of 
trustees 
This was done with great 
dem onstrations of enthusiasm. 
“ Dr. Clark can't abdicate, no differ­ 
e n t how hard he tries,” was the slo­ 
gan of the delegates. 
The other officers were reelected. 
There were a few changes in the 
board of trustees, John W anam aker 
being one of the new ones chosen. He 
was elected to fill the unexpired term 
of Rev. W. A. Patterson, of Philadel­ 
phia, who sent in his resignation. 
Fears expressed by some that th e 
many 
distractions of Atlantic City 
would prove disastrous for the spirit­ 
ual effect of 
this convention, were 
waved aside by Dr. Sprowle, head of 
the New Jersey Christian Endeavor 
league, who rem inded the d elegate h 
that the convention held In Saratoga 
Springs tw enty years ago, when the 
race track was 
running and every­ 
thing in full blast, had been the rich­ 
est ever in spiritual blessings. 
It was 
announced that President 
Taft would only he attle to m ake the 
shortest kind of a hying visit to tho 
convention. T his news was received 
with the greatest regret, as it had 
been hoped th e president would bo 
attle to give himself tim e to attend a 
reception in his honor and give the 
delegates a cham® to meet him. 
As it is. the president will spend 
univ two houra and a half In the re 
sort, arriving here at T SU o ’clock to 
night and leaving at IO o'clock. Plans 
to give him a rousing reception at the 
Cation have been reluctantly c a le d 
off by special request of Mr Taft, who 
sent word that he wished no reception 
com m ittee or "any kind of fuss” when 
he reached the Pennsylvania railroad 
station 
Judge Ben Lindsey, the famous Col­ 
orado jurist, who will share honors 
with President Taft at the m eeting in 
the large auditorium , is due to arrive 
here and will speak at one or two of 
the sectional m eetings. 
Booker T. W ashington, the colored 
educator, is expected to address the 
Williston meeting 
in all about 25,OOO delegates and 
visitors are expected to be here for 
the convention, and already th e hotels 
are filled up. T h e Christian Endeavor 
erg will only stop at houses where li­ 
quor is not sold. 


Parent Concern to Dissolve and Sub­ 


sidiaries to Operate Alone 
Under 


Same Heads as Heretofore. 


New York, July 7.— W ithin a short 
time, possisbly the 
next 
twenty-four 
hours, 
plans 
for 
reorganizing 
th e 
Standard Oil com pany will be m ade 
public. 
It was learned that directors of the 
trust had decided on the schem e for 
taking a part in the combination, with 
its $600,000,000 assets, so as to comply 
with the dissolution 
decree of the 
Vnited 
S tates 
suprem e 
court 
six 
weeks ago, aud th a t nothing now stood 
in the way of formal announcem ent. 
Directors of the com pany have been 
rn session alm ost daily for more than 
a month, working on the plan, and in 
the last week, John D. Rockefeller, 
president and chief shareholder, has 
been 
on 
several 
occasions at the 
Standord 
OII 
offices, 26 Broadway,' 
lending a hand in putting on the fin­ 
ishing touches. 
Nothing has been said officially con­ 
cerning the reorganization scheme, but 
in authoritative q u arters it was learn­ 
ed that it was com prehensive, and 
took the company completely from un­ 
der the ban of the Sherm an anti trust 
law. 


Subsidiaries to Operate Separately. 
One statem ent was that the Stand­ 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey, which 
is the parent concern of the Rockefel­ 
ler trust, would undergo complete dis­ 
integration. 
In other words, all the 
subsidiaries charged with having com­ 
bined 
and 
conspired to monopolize 
com m erce would operate separately, 
and their shares would be exchanged 
for the stock of the Standard Oil Com­ 
pany of New Jersey. 
In this way, it was explained, the 
company would effect a complete dis 
solution, and would not, as had been 
thought, work out a plan for operating 
as six separate concerns under a sin­ 
gle head. 
According to the 
information of 
those making the assertions that com­ 
plete dissolution is contem plated, each. 
company will operate in its own terri­ 
tory independent of the separate units 
which formerly made up tue Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey. 
it is the opinion of certain Interests 
closely identified with the oil industry 
that limier such a reorganization there 
will be no danger of attacks on the 
legality of the com pany's acta, while 
at the sam e time earnings will not 
be affected. 


Head to Remain Same. 
But notw ithstanding that the trust 
may be spilt Into fifteen or twenty 
parts, with their own apparent organi­ 
zation. there will be the one headship, 
and in no way will control of any sin­ 
gle part of the industry be lost by 
dividing and subdividing the combine. 
The chief source of concern with the 
til men seem s to tie that small share­ 
holders will find it Inconvenient to 
take part in the reorganization, as 
they will be compelled to accept frac­ 
tional shares of the various subsidiary 
companies, and dividend adjustm ent* 
will tie difficult. 
T here are many Standard Oil sub 
sldiarieg that earn from $2,000,000 to 
$ mjMiu,OOO a year, while others show 
net profits of less than $1,000,000 a 
year, and an equable distribution to 
stockholders holding one. three, five 
or ten shares will tak e much time. 
The Standard is made up of nearly 
loo 
subsidiary 
companies. 
Some of 
these com panies are capitalized at a 
few hundred dollars each. If the stocks 
of the various subsidiary companies 
were exchanged for the stock of the 
Standard Oil Com pany of New Jersey, 
the parent company, the shareholders 
would have securities of perhaps IOO 
different companies, domestic and for­ 
eign

W ashington, July 7.—The loss of the 
battleship Maine was caused by an 
explosion within—by the explosion of 
her three magazines. No such effect as 
that produced upon the vessel could 
have 
been 
caused by an explosion 
from without. 
Such is the opinion of General Wil­ 
liam ll. Bixby, chief of engineers. U. 
S. A., who has returned from a per- 
-onal inspection of the work of rais­ 
ing the Maine in H avana harbor. 
While inspecting the work General 
Bixby prodded around the bow of the 
vessel. He found by his soundings that 
at least two-thirds of the bow were 
absolutely wrecked. 
The sides had been practically blown 
away and were burled in the mud. 
Tills, he 
said, showed 
conclusively 
that the wreck of the Maine was caus 
e«l by an explosion within the vessel. 
General Bixby says that a portion of 
the deck 
over the magazines 
was 
blown upward and laid backward and 
that there were num erous conditions 
of the hulk, as it lies in H avana b ar­ 
te r, which proved this. No explosion 
from 
the 
outside, said the general, 
could have caused the sam e result. 
“W hat the primary cause of the ex­ 
plosion 
was,” said 
General Bixby, 
"never will be learned.” 
General Bixby does not believe that 
the 
bodies of 
those who lost their 
lives will be found on the Maine. He 
says they are probably buried 20o feet 
or more from the wreck iu Hie mud. 


W ashington, July 7. — The govern­ 
ment will renew the fight to take from 
the great coal-carrying railroads their 
virtual control of mines, and thus vi­ 
talize the com m odities clause of the 
interstate com m erce law. 
A test case against the I<ehigh Val­ 
ley Railroad com pany was filed In the 
United States court in Philadelphia. 
T h at the lA?hlgh Valley Foal com ­ 
pany, C o te Brothers, Inc., the New 
York A Middlefield Railroad and Foal 
company, and the Locust 
Mountain 
Foal aud Iron com pany are not bona 
fide coal com panies, but merely ad­ 
juncts to th e Lehigh Valley railroad, 
and are “devices for evading tile com ­ 
modities clause,” is the government » 
prim ipal complaint, it is also alleged 
t fiat tile l,ehigh Valley railroad, with 
the object of removing competition, 
has caused the Lehigh Valley Coal 
company to contract at a loss for the 
output of o ther anthracite operators, 
has transported the coal over its own 
lines and through the coal company 
fixed the price in New York and other 
markets. 
The governm ent 
charges that al­ 
though the buying of coal from other 
operators has been done at a loss to 
the coal company, it has enabled the 
I .et) Itch Valley railroad to transport the 
coal over its lines and profit from the 
freight charges 
To support its claim that the coal 
company 
is 
merely 
the 
“dum m y” 
through whit h the railroad engaged in 
mining, transporting and selling coal 
In violation of the com m odities clause 
the government cites that the officers 
of the n ilro ad and the coal com panies 
are tile same, and that certain mem* 
bet* of the directorate and the ex­ 
ecutive com m ittee of the railroad are 
mem liers of the directorate and exec­ 
utive committee of the coal company.
